A review of three years of war 
in the West reveals that the war cf 
movement was ‘successful only 
against militarily weak countries. 
The only great military power to be 
overcome — France — was, in fact, 
and ever since the lsst war, not 
nearly as strong as her reputa- 


Great Britain, the first really 
reat power to be engaged in war 
against Hitler, could not be knock- 
ied out by a bdilts, it was immediately 
demonstrated. Let us not forgst 
that Britain fought alone against 
Germany and Italy for a full year. 

All the strategical advantages 
were on the German side during

“The people are pleasantly enjoy- 
ing quiet, peaceful and delightful 
Spring days, observing beautiful 
cherry blossoms and celebrating 
glorious victories under very bright 
Ughts.” 

Their parroting of Goering’s as- 
surances that no foreign plane 
would ever reach Axis soll back- 
fired, for within a few minutes 
fires were started in four big Japa- 
nese citles and raged (or 48 hours 
before they came under control of 
Japan’s midget fire engine depart- 
ment. - Rescue corps reported 4,000 
casualties in the first American 
raid on Japan.

H. Doolittle sang a song of ven- 
geance as our planes swept below 
Japanese balloon barrages and 
high power electric transmission 
lines.

The {fnordi- 
nate conceit of the Japanese, espe- 
cially the ruling group and military 
clans, give way under Doolittle ex- 
peditions. They are taught, and 
Propaganda is hammered Into them, 
that they are a superior race, that 
Japanese inventive genius has pro- 
duced airplanes, autos, telephones 
andtelectrical apparatus.

Washington, Sept, 3 (AP) —The 
United States, Great Britain, Aust- 
ralla, New Cealang and fighting 
France concluded today « series of 
Teciproca] ald agreements designed 
to clarify the principles of mutual 
assistance in thelr common struggle 
against the axis. 

Signed on the third anniversary 
of the British and French declara- 
tions of war against Germany, the 
agreements specify and make formal 
the principles and procedures cover- 
ing aid to the armed farces of the 
United States by the other parties 
to the agreements on the same 
terms as those under which the 
United States supplies lend-lease 
ald to them. + 
Ald Increasing. 

Such reciprocal aid already has 
been furnished to the United States 
also by the other signatories with- 
out conclusion of formal agreements 
and, a state department commentary 
says, “this aid is rapidly increasing 
fn importance as the intensity of 
the American war effort increases in 
the various theatres of operations.” 

The British, Australian and New 
Zealand agreements were concluded 
in Washington by exchanges of 
notes between State Secretary Cor- 
dell Hull; Viscount Halifex, British 
Ambassador; Australian Minister 
Sir Owen Dixon and New Zealand's 
minister, Walter Nash, The agree-} 
ment with fighting France was con- 
cluded in London by Brig.-Gen.

All of the agreements emphasize 
the general principle governing mu- 
tual ald is that the war production 
and war resources of each of the 
signatories should be used in ways 
most effectively utilizing the avail- 
able materials, manpower, produc- 
tion facilities and shipping space. 

They further specify the elimina- 
tion, as far as possible, of monetary 
transactions, That is, a maximum of 
the articles and services provided 
by each party to the other shall be 
in the form of reciprocal aid in 
services or materials, thus reducing 
to a minimum “the need of each 
for the currency of the other.” 

The agreements make forma] the 
obligations of the other parties to 
furnish the armed forces of the 
United States with military equip- 
ment, munitions, military and naval 
stores, and other supplies, facilities 
and services whenever these can be 
most .effectively obtained in their 
respective countries, 

Supply Foodstuffs. 

Thus Australia will be expected to 
supply meat and other foodstuffs to 
American troops in that country as 
reciprocal aid. the other hand 
Britain might be“better able to fur- 
nish certain types of tanks, guns 
and other equipment, leaving cargo 
space in ships from._the United 
States free for the transportation of 
lend-léase “food. 

Aid furnished to the armed forces 
of the United States by fighting 
Prance is defined es such supplies, 
materials and services which “can 
most"effectively be procured in ter- 
ritorgunder the control of fighting 
Fraee.” Such territories include 
French Equatorial] Africa and New 
Caledonia in’ the Pacific, 

The agreements emphasize that 
while each of the signatories retains 
the right of final decisions, in the 
ght of its own circumstances “de- 
cisions as to the most effective use 
of resources shall, so far as possible, 
be made tn common, pursuant to 
common plans for winning the war.”

He 
wanted to be a mechanical engineer, 
and went to Clemson College, in 
South Carolina, to get a BME. de- 
gree. He starred as a boxer and 
‘shortstop and for a time toyed with- 
the idea of becoming a professional 
baseball player. However, scouts 
who looked him over decided he was 
too small for a major Jeague player. 
- When he left college it was to 
go to work for a lauridry machine 
manufacturer in Brooklyn. Laun- 
dry machines didn't appeal to him; 
flying machines did, He managed 
to get into an Army-gponsored fly- 
ing course at the * School in 
St. Louls early in 1940.

- Welcome to General Council 

Belleville welcomes the Tenth General 
Council of the United Church of Canada 
“which will be in session for nine days in 
Bridge-Street United Church and. will be 
attended by almost three hundred com- 
missioners, both ministers and laymen, 
representing every conference of the 
Church in Canada. The General Counci 


meets ever} two years. Its deliberations 
will reach to every church community in 
the Dominion and. to the outside world 
through its missionary cause. ' 

In coming to Belleville and in meeting 
in Bridge Street United Church , the 
General Counc! has chosen a familiar set- 
Here great 
church gatherings, so fewer than six con- 
ferences, were held- between the years 
1836 and 1871 and the United General 
Conference met in this church in 1883 to 
see the union of the four branches of the 
Methodist Church in Canada consummat- 
ed. Bridge Street Church itself is one of 
the oldest congregations in Ontario with 
its origins dating back before the opening 
of the nineteenth century to a day when a 
circuit rider held the first recorded 
services in this community ih 1795. One 
hundred and thirty-seven years ago & 
circuit was formed from Belleville to Port 
Hope atid in 1815 the first Methodist 
Class was formed. Other religious com- 
munions have also had their roots deep in 


notable record of service among the 
people. 

This is the second General Council 
gathering held during the ,war and this 
struggle naturally shadows these council 
sessions as it does the thoughts and deeds 
of everyone and every other event be- 
cause Canada and the rest of the British 
Empire and\the United Nations are so 
vitally concerned in the achievement of 


--vietory and enduring peace. 


The United Church is one of the great| 
religious bodies; which have been pro- 
foundly influencing the lives of the people 
‘and the national life of the Dominion. In 
these days it is not difficult to realize 
how important is the task taken by the 
church which deals with the social, moral, 
ethical and spiritual values of individual 
and nation. Canada truly owes much to 
the religious ideals which have helped to 
mould history in the democratic way for 
the churches have helped to build a free- 
dom-loving nation. This freedom is assur- 
ed by law which is the expression of the 

“collective wil} and ideals of the people. 
The churches have been loyal to the 
liberty and rights they have enjoyed and 
have been able thereby to render a truly 
great contribution to the life of Canada. 

The city ofSBelleville and the citizens 
individually welcome the commissioners 
to the Tenth General Council of the 
United Church. Theysappreciate the hon- 
er which has been. shown Belleville and 
Bridge Street Church and the other com- 
munions of this city in‘holding their delib- 
erations in this place.

Helping Blind to Help Selves 
The Canadian National Institute for the 
Blind is this week making its annual drive 
in Belleville for donations for the mainten- 
ance of the work of this institution which 
was founded in 1918 by a group of Cana- 
dian soldiers who lost their sight in the 
first World War. The citizens of Belleville 
have always generously supported this 
organization and it is hoped-that the 
-results of this campaign will yield equal 
or greater support. Ye 
The Institute carries on a number of 
enterprises for aiding the blind to help 
themselves, their employment in work- 
shops where brooms and _ other products 
are fyahufactured, the finding of jobs in 
ordjfiary industry which do not require 
use of sight, (about 60 to 70 being 
employed in ordinary industrial plants 
many of which are on war work,) the set- 
ting up of blind persons in about 130 
small businesses, as for instance the 
canteen in the Belleville Genral Hospital, 
and home-teaching by staff teachers who 
go into the homes and teach braille and 
handicrafts, knitting,

HE HUNG OUT OF HIS BOMBER | 


The wounded bomb-aimer of.a Lan- 
caster returning from a big raid leant far 
out. in mid-air, while the navigator held 
him by his harness, to try to find a fire 
which was menacing the plane., 

The smell of burning .seemed to be 
coming from underneath - the aircraft— 
and the bombs were there. 

Over the target the Lancaster had been 
badly hit and the bombs could not be got 
away. the bomb-aimer was wounded in 
the back. < : 

No flames could be seen round the 
bombs so the navigator. hauled his com- 
rade back. But still smoke was entering 
the plane. : 


Home Safe. 


The bomb-aimer continued his search, 
found smoke coming up from between the 
floor and the bomb rack. He played a fire- 
extinguisher through a hatch in the floor. 

“This seemed to do the trick,” the pilot 
said afterwards. The plane which by this 
time had crossed the Dutch coast, got 
home safely. : 

The Lancaster wag on its bombing run 
over, Hampurg, and the bomb-aimer had 
in’ his sights, and was just 
about to let go the bombs when a shell 
exploded right above the aircraft said the 
Air Ministry News Service. 

“Tt sent us careening alj over the sky,” 

the pilot said. ‘We had been pretty badly 
hit. 1 saw that the flight engineer had 
been wounded. I told the bomb-aimer to 
fix him up and take over his duties. 
“J then saw flames were coming from 
the starboard outer engine. I feathered 
the propeller, cut off the petrol, and 
pressed the automatic fire-extinguisher. 
But the flames went on, and did not go 
out for three-quarters of an hour. 

“During all that time they gave away 
our position to the enemy; and the enemy 
gave us all he had.
